which correspond to the usual 
grading of ABCDF, are: “almost

Grade points werc assigned 
each instructor on the basis of 
performance. Departments were 
also given grade points -- the 
average of ail the instructors 
within a particular department 

Instructors were also given the 
opportunity to respond to their 
evaluations in the publication 
Shell feeis that this aspect was 
largely a failure. He cites lack of 
communication on his part for 
the fact that most faculty 
responded to the evaluations 
Process itself rather than their

required tests, papers, 
textbooks, and their cost 

Several pages are devoted to 
the controversial Ryan Act and 
how it affects students 

Before the evaluation 

study was made, the evaluations 
staff requested a list of all 
full-time teaching faculty from 
the various schools and 
departments on campus. The 
evaluation was made on the basis 
of lists provided 

Ot faculty appearing on the 
lists, 70.3% participated, 
representing a total of 850 
classes and 529 instructors. Of 
that total, only three instructors 
declined publication and they 
had favorable evaluations. 

Evaluations coordinator Shell, 
who says, “We have no budget, 
yet we have an unlimited 
budget,” puts the cost of the 
study at $2,100. Of that figure, 
$1,500 came from Associated 
Students to pay for typing, and 





Soon 


$600 came from the University 
to pay his salary. He attributes 
the succes: of the small budget 
to a staff of volunteers, and the 


generosity of various 
departments which donated 
supplies and the use of 


equipment for the study 

Shell says that income from 
the sale of the publication will 
g0 to the bookstore to cover the 
cost of printing. “The only way 
we will have any revenue -- ‘we,’ 
meaning Added Dimensions, wil] 
be through advertising. And we 
didn’t advertize enough to bring 
in enough revenue.” 

He explained that advertising 
revenue from the upcoming issue 
is On account with the student 
government and that the 
purpose of the revenue is 
threefold: to keep the cost of 
the book at 50 cents; to pay 
back the student government 
and for supplies 

Shell, who would like to see 
Added Dimensions evolve into a 
semi-official document of the 
campus, said, ‘‘There’s a 
tremendous amount that can be 
done with this. Just starting with 
evaluations you can go 
anywhere.” 

Spring evaluation begins April 
30 and will run through May 18. 
The results will be published in 
the Fall in time for next year’s

Elizabeth Fernea, an 
American who lived eight years 
in Iraq and Egypt, will open the 
symposium today with an 


address on “Women in the 
Middle East.’ 
The free-lance journalist, 


whose first book Guests of the 
Shiek concentrates on the 
women of the tiny village of EI 
Nahra in Iraq, will speak at 
11:45 a.m. in Psychology 153. 

Women students from Israel, 
Egypt, and Iran will continue 
the topic later today in a panel 
discussion at in 





Antnropology 108. 

Wednesday will see Jew pitted 
against Arab twice as they 
discuss the Arab-Israeli conflict 

Carl Gershman, national 
director of the Youth 
Committee for Peace and 
Democracy in the Middle East, 
will face Professor Ibrahim 
Abu-Lughod, a former UNESCO 
representative, at 2 p.m. in the 
Little Theatre 

The verbal battle continues 
Wednesday night as graduate 
students Curtis Eisenberger and 
Lincoln Malik discuss ‘Solutions 
to the Arab-Israeli Conflict.” 
Malik, who is active in Arab 
student organizations, will 
present the Palestinian 
alternative and Eisenberger, past 
president of the People for Israel 
Society, the Israeli alternative at 
7:30 p.m. in Anthropology 30 

For those who believe th. 
the pen is mightier, or at least 
more interesting, than the 
sword, Shawky Sukkary will 
discuss the literary movement in 


the Middle East Wednesday 
morning at 11 a.m. in 
Psychology 153. Sukkary is a 
Visiting Fulbright Professor in 
the English Department from 
Egypt. 

The role of foreign powers in 
the Middle East is Thursday's 
topic, with Mansour Farhang of 
the CSUS faculty covering the 
U.S. role in the Middle East 

Dr. Alex Garber, originally 
scheduled to join Professor 
Farhang with an address on the 


Soviet role in the Middle East, 
has since declined to speak. 

An authority on land reform 
will open Friday’s study of 
economics and the Middle East. 
Dr. Elias I. Tuma, a native of 
Israel, will outline “Economic 
Development in the Middle 


East” at 10 a.m. in Psychology 
153. 
He will be joined by Dr. 


Joseph Furey of the CSUS 
Economics Department with a 
lecture on “The Impact of 


Middle East Ignorance 


Imperialism on the Economic 
Development of the Middle 
East.”’ 

Dr. Malcolm Kerr, a native of 
Lebanon, will close the 
symposium at 1} p.m. in 
Anthropology 308 with a 
discussion of “The Role of the 
Army in the Middle East.”

Ms. Fernea is a native of the 
United States but has 








experienced life in the Middle 
East when she and her 
anthropologist husband spent 


two years in the tiny rural village 
of E] Nahra in southern Iraq. 
The Ferneas then spent six 
years in Egypt studying the 
culture of the Nubian people 
who had been forced to resettle 
when their ancient lands were 
tiogded by the construction of 





the Aswan Dam 

Ms. Fernea’s experiences there 
and in a 14-month stay in 
Morroco and frequent visits to 
Iran, Israel, and Afghanistan 
provided the material for two 
books: Guests of the Shiek 
(1965) and A View of the Nile 
(1970). She is also working ona 
third book, A Street in 
Marrakech.

1 am not an authority on 
blackness for Del Paso Heights. I 
am only a Small Black voice that 
questions the anti-black system 
in American that oppresses us 
Oppression breeds crime not 
only in Del Paso Heights but 
anywhere in the world 
people have been colonized. The 
law of the Jand was 
intended to be 
Blacks. Thomas Jefferson and his 
counterparts designed the law to 
what they had stolen 
Blacks and native 
Americans. Many black people 
have been trying to correct this 
through a reinterpretation of the

“The principle of equality under the law has 
been a cornerstone of this country since its 
inception. It is one of the things this country is all 
about and one of the things which has brought it 
greatness. Final ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment is morally right; it is long overdue.”

For a time it looked like the Equal Rights 
Amendment was well on its way to becoming the 
law of the land. Thirty of the 38 states that were 
needed for ratification of the amendment had 
acted favorably on it 

Then what appeared to be a flood of support 
turned into a dam of resistance and now some 
legislators, including a few who have their offices 
in downtown Sacramento, want to repeal their 
previous approval of the ERA 

Republicans Floyd Wakefield, Robert Burke, 
John Collier, Bill I ancaster, W. Don MacGillivray, 
Newton Russell, Raymond Seeley, and Democrat 
Alister McAlister have introduced a measure in the 
Assembly to rescind the previous action on the 
ERA 

State Senator Clark Bradley has introduced a 
companion measure to ask the Congress to ignore 
California's support of the ERA 

Nebraska has already rescinded its approval of 
the ERA and it looks like it could be a long time 
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before discrimination because of sex is finally 
declared contrary to the consitution. 

Women are learning what was learned long ago 
by other groups seeking their just rights; that it is 
expecting too much to be dependent upon white 
male legislators to protect anyone's interest but 
their own

Robert Henry Simpson, 92 year-old legislative 
advocate and self-proclaimed ““muckraker-in-chief” 
at the Capitol, has released a memorandum to all 
members of the news media calling for the 
immediate destruction of Governor Ronald 
Reagan's political image 

Simpson is well known for his lobbying etforis 
in behalf of “the people's right to complain” at 
the State Capitol. He has *een arrested over 173 
times under the “Simpson Law, which prohibits 
picketing inside the Capitol Building. Yet he 
continues almost daily to meander through its 
corridors , with the help of a sign-plastered walker 
The posters proclaim, among other things, “Don’t 
shoot Reagan, I'll roast the bastard,” and “Reagan, 
the bastard governor.”

The destruction 
must start immediately and proceed until fully 
accomplished. 

Reagan is a hypocrite of first order. He is 
splendidly equipped by nature (plus Hollywood 
artistry), plus butter-and honey suavity, plus skill 
as rhetorician and master mountebank to fool the 
people. Reagan could sell a concoction to take 
barbs off barbed wire. In short, a confidence man 
of first rank.

Chess Players Are 


Dedicated to Their Game 


On Apnil 14 and 15, the CSUS 
Chess Club hosted the second 
half of the CSUS Open, a rated 
chess tournament. Thirty-five 
players competed, Among the 
Participants were Ziad Baroudi, 
a local master and student at 
CSUS, and Paul McGinness, a 
CSUS professor of English 

The tournament was directed 
hy Bob Haskell, president of the 
chess club. Baroudi and Dave 
Oppedal of Davis shared the first 
prize of $90, with Oppedal 
taking the trophy by a 
tie-breaker 

Tournament chess is different 
from the friendly 
people play. It difiers in both 
intensity and purpose. The 
purpose is to place oneself 
against players of proven 
strength, for rating points from 
the United States Chess 
Federation 

The ratings go from well 
below 1,000 to above 2,800. 
Bobby Fisher, the highest rated 
player in the world, is presently 
the only person rated this high 
The rating is determined by 
averaging the ratings of those 
played from won, lost and 
drawn games. 

The system of swiss pairings is 
used to determine who will play 
whom. The players are listed by 


games most 


rating 
and then divided midway. The 
top person on the second half 
plays the top player on the list 
In a tournament with 30 
competitors, number | would 
play number 15, number 2 - 16, 


from highest to lowest 


etc 

The second difference is in 
the intensity. It is the intensity 
of people competing not only 
for money, but for rating points, 
the symbols of honor in the 
chess world. These competitors 
are serious about chess. Many of 
them spend 
time in studying the theory of 
chess. To them, chess is not just 
a game, but a fanaticism 
Tournament chess is the best 
way to test their skills against 
other serious players. 

If you are interested in 
participating or learning more 
about chess, the Chess Club 
meets on Tuesdays at 10:20 a.m. 
in TU-1l, and Thursdays at 4 
p.m. in TU-2. There are people 
there to help with your game, 
and also to play a game of chess 
There is also the Capitol city 
chess club which meets on

The restive giant turned and 
roared its contempt for the 
“Loopholers;” but they are not 
afraid, for Merv’s Marauders. as 
they are sometimes called, knew 
the giant would respond angrily 
when its special privileges were 
exposed for public scrutiny. 


Project Loophole is a_ task 
force of students and recent 
college graduates probing 


inequalities and loopholes in 
California's tax laws under the 
sponsorship of Senator Mervyn 
M. Dymally (D-L.A.)

Dymally says The 


Project 
Loophole in providing valuable 
data on tax inequalities has 
shown that college students can 
be of real value in digging into 
vital state problems 

‘They are usually not 
hampered by some of the 
establishment pressures that can 


etfectiveness of 


hinder legislative committee 
studies,’ he added. “They also 
take fresh approaches to 
problems.’ 


The students have been 
organized into three teams by 
Rich Budnick, administrative 
assitant to Dymally. The groups 
will analyze the Department of 
Real Estate’s consumer 
protection study the 
operations of the Blue Cross and 
Blue Slueld in California and 
continue probing 
the state’s tax laws. 

Recently, Dymally released 
the names of about 20 affluent 
individuals who paid no taxes in 
1972, but the legislature has 
done little to remedy the 
situation. 

Meanwhile, the corporate 
giants remain in the background 
using their representatives and 
lobbyists to protect their 
interests 

The lobbyists are the greatest 
obstacle to tax reform in 
California.  Inequitable 
constitutional provisions require

an extraordinary two-thirds 
legislative vote to change the 
method of taxing banks, 
insurance and the corporation 
franchise tax. By contrast, all 
other taxes, including personal 
income, sales, cigarette, liquor, 
gasoline taxes, etc., may be 
changed by a simple majority 


vote of each house of the 
Legislature 
A classic example of the 


difficulties created by the 
two-thirds vote occurred in 1970 
when Governor Reagan's tax 
reform program AB 1000 and 
1001 (Bagley) fell one vote shy 
of passage on the Senate floor, 
after receiving earlier Assembly 
approval. Despite the 
controversy over this tax plan, 
92 legislators endorsed it. In 
effect, one solon’s vote defeated 
the will of the 
majority 


overwhelming 


The teams can find tax 
enough, and 
drafting corrective legislation is 
easy, too. But getting the 
measure out of the committee is 
difticult. Here, the lobbyist can 
show his worth; he need 
influence by a few. SB 1434. a 
sweeping tax measure 
sponsored by Dymally and 
designed to close $300 million in 
state tax loopholes, died in the 
committee by a vote of 2-7. 

The teams continue to sting 
the giants. There is no sign of 
easing off. In fact, the campaign

is being intensified. They pian to 
introduce several minibills to 
both houses of the Legislature, 
each designed to close one tax 
loophole at a time 

Additionally, they would like 
to join forces and trade 
information with others who are 
concerned with health insurance 
costs, real estate questions or tax 
inequities. 

Eventually, Dymally hopes to 
establish a statewide consumer 
advocacy group to look into 
selected consumer problems that 
do not get enough attention. 

He added that preliminary 
talks with Bill Bennett, 
consumer advocate who heads 
CAN (Consumer Arise Now) 
about the possibility of joining 
forces could significantly 
increase. the scope of both 
groups. BEnnett has won several 
major court victories for 
consumers that halted rate 
increases by Pacific Telephone 
and other utilities 

The time for tax reform is 
now, and Project Loophole is 
dedicated toward that objective, 
according to Budnick
